Nature's laws may 
seem stern but she is more merciful 
than we, who, through Gnr interference 
with her just penalties, encourage idle- 
ness, foster profligacy and Increase the 
misery of the world.

peace of God keep your hearts and 
mluds" is the Apostle's prayer. When 
we stir up our hearts and minds to 
find or keep that peace, we reverse the 
right relation. It is God's peace, sent 
to flndus, provided to keep us. Like a 
river, rising among tho distant moun- 
tains, fed by the clouds, environing 
the city and guarding it from danger, 
God's peace flows down from Him to 
us, and keeps the mind that is stayed 
on Him.

Uoyal college of surgeons, by which 
that corporation received £200,000. In 
addition to this bequest, Sir Erasmus 
left £5,000 each to several institutions 
and charities connected with tho medi- 
cal profession. Tho name of John 
Rndellffe, too, must not be overlooked 
in this connection. Tho Kadcllffe in- 
firmary has been erected by tho trus- 
tees of tho will. In addition to these, 
the .Kadcliffo library, now housed In 
the university museum, which IB one 
of the finest scientific libraries in tho 
world, is entirely supported by the 
Itadclifio trustees. Another exception, 
to this rule is the will of tho late Mr. 
Briclcwell, of Tottenham, who died 
during 1803, and who left the residua 
of his estate to the Society for tho Re: 
lief of tho Widows and Orphans of 
Medical Men. The ability to leave 
these large legacies comes to but few, 
and the main body of practitioners will' 
agree with Socrates that "a physician 
is a ruler of bodies, and not a maker of 
money."

STJGA.HED CUEHRIES.—Beat the white 


of an egg enough to break its stringi- 
ness. Dip fine stalks of cherries well 
Into the egg, then into powdered sugar 
until thickly covered, and dry on a 
slave. 


CiiEnnv COMPOTE.—Boil tog-ether for 


fifteen minutes five tablespoons 
of 


sugar with half a pint of water; add 
one and a quarter pounds of ripe cher- 
ries, and let them simmer gently for 
from five to seven minutes. 


CHEUBY SIRUP.—Stone the cherries, 


mash them and press out the juice in a 
crock or bowl; let it staml in a cool 
place for two days. Filter, add two 
pounds of sugar to one pint of juice, 
stir well over the fire until it boils, and 
bottle. Ti.xcellent with hot cakes. 


CHERRY PunniNG,—A pint of bread 


crusts or soft crackers scalded in a 
quart of boiling- milk, a piece of butter 
the size of an egg, a small teaspoon of 
salt, three eggs, one and a half teacups 
of sugar, a pinch of cinnamon and a 


huart of stoned cherries. Mix well to- 
gether and bake quickly.
